On November 15, 2005, Bluegrass Telephone Co., Inc. d/b/a Kentucky 

Telephone Company (“Kentucky Telephone”) filed a notice of adoption of an entire 

currently effective interconnection agreement between Kentucky ALLTEL, Inc. 

(“Kentucky ALLTEL”) and Brandenburg Telecom, LLC (“Brandenburg Telecom”). 

Kentucky Telephone has requested approval on an expedited basis. Pursuant to 47 

U.S.C. § 251 (i), Kentucky Telephone is entitled to adopt the requested agreement. 

The Commission, having been otherwise sufficiently advised, HEREBY ORDERS 

that: 

1. The request of Kentucky Telephone to adopt the currently effective 

interconnection agreement between Kentucky ALLTEL and Brandenburg Telecom is 

granted, effective the date of this Order. 



2. Within 30 days of the date of this Order, Kentucky ALLTEL shall submit in 

electronic form a copy of the executed agreement.
